difficult  to  present  this  report  on  the  1986-1987  academic  year  without 
looking  ahead  to  next  year's  report.  1986-87  was  a  year  of  foundation  work. 
It  was  a  difficult  but  vital  time  of  laboring  "beneath  the  surface."  Much  was 
done,  but  in  many  cases  the  accomplishments  will  have  a  delayed  effect;  it 
in  '87-'88  and  the  years  following  that  what  is  new  this  year  will  come 
"above  ground"  and  be  fully  visible. 

A  good  deal  of  time  and  effort  was  spent  this  past  year  on  the  general 
education  program.  The  revision  is  not  yet  complete,  and  debate  is  still 
vigorously  sharpening  the  proposal,  but  most  who've  viewed  the  document 
are  excited  about  this  new  conceptual  framework  for  our  core  course 
aim  is  to  insure  that  all  of  our  students  graduate  with  not  just  a  set  of  ski! 
but  a  basic  understanding  o(  our  civilization  and  its  rich  history.  That's  a 
major  and  difficult  goal,  one  that  will  require  campus-wide  cooperation 
to  accomplish. 

To  insure  that  no  students  are  denied  access  for  financial  reasons,  we  also 
worked  to  increase  our  scholarship  programs,  which  we  extended  to  part- 
time  students  this  year.  Merit  scholarships,  too,  have  been  increased,  beca 
we  must  continue  to  attract  top  students  to  insure  a  first-rate  educational 
experience  for  all  our  students. 

Instruction,  by  its  very  nature,  is  difficult  to  measure,  but  there  are  some 
guideposts.  We  were  heartened  by  this  year's  placement  survey,  which 
demonstrates  that  our  graduates  are  not  only  getting  jobs,  but  good  job 
and  in  their  chosen  field  of  study.  This  suggests  that  although  the  college 
has  changed  dramatically,  we  are  still  serving  the  needs  of  our  students. 

Serving  the  needs  of  our  students  is  also  the  reason  for  the  expansion  of  the 
international  study  program  this  year.  Science,  technology  and  a  new  global 
economy  have  combined  to  change  the  fabric  of  our  interaction  with  other 
countries.  No  longer  can  we  afford  to  narrow  our  focus  of  study  to  America. 
At  Fitchburg  State,  undergraduates  may  now  choose  to  spend  all  or  part  of 
their  junior  year  studying  in  Scotland,  Poland,  Austria  or  France.  Beyond  a 
broadened  perspective,  the  excitement  and  challenge  of  day-to-day  life  in  a 
foreign  culture  is  a  rare  experience,  and  we're  pleased  to  now  offer  that  to 
our  students. 


ther  highlights  of  the  year: 

Major  academic  changes,  including  a  new  general  studies  degree  program 
(pending  Regents'  approval),  establishment  of  a  middle  school  track 
within  the  education  department,  and  final  approval  of  a  nc 
remediation  program  in  mathematics  and  English.  New  minors  were 
established  in  theatre,  interdisciplinary  graphics  and  industrial  scieru 

An  extraordinarily  successful  Visiting  Artists  and  Lecturers  Ser 
focusing  on  the  nation's  economy.  A  diversity  o(  viewpoints  was 
expressed  by  such  nationally-recognized  speakers  as  John  Kenneth 
Galbraith,  Glenn  Loury,  Michael  Harrington  and  Irving  R.  Levine. 
The  theme  was  selected  to  coincide  with  our  new  academic  major  in 
economics.  We  are  particularly  gratified  by  the  community's  growing 
interest  in  our  series. 

On-stage  performances  by  jazz  great  Billy  Taylor,  the  Masterplaye: 
Orchestra,  the  New  Black  Eagle  Jazz  Band,  the  Glenn  Lund  Dance 
Company,  the  National  Theatre  of  the  Deaf  and  the  Spanish  Dance 
Theatre.  Combined  with  a  number  of  fine  exhibits  in  the  Art  Galler 
student  plays,  and  noontime  musical  performances,  the  college 
community,  as  well  as  residents  of  the  region,  had  access  to  a  wide  range 
of  cultural  offerings. 

Completion  of  the  medical  technology  laboratories.  Although  the 
program  has  been  in  place  here  for  more  than  20  years,  it  has  only  now 
truly  come  of  age.  Thanks  to  the  leadership  of  Prof.  Rose  Marie 
Neunherz,  the  faculty  has  increased  to  six  members  and  students  can 
develop  their  skills  in  three  well-equipped  modern  laboratories  similar  to 
those  found  in  both  hospital  and  industrial  settings. 

Continued  growth  of  the  Montachusett  Economic  Center's  involvement 
with  area  businesses.  In  addition,  the  Center  sponsored  a  tax  svmposium, 
a  job  fair  and  an  in-depth,  on-going  study  examining  Fitchburg  women  in 
the  work  force. 

A  significant  expansion  of  the  computerized  typesetting  capabilities  of  the 
Industrial  Science  Department,  thanks  to  an  equipment  grant  from 
Compugraphic  Inc.  The  college  also  received  a  generous  donation  from 
the  Raytheon  Company,  part  of  a  10-year  commitment  the  international 
company  has  made  to  Fitchburg  State. 
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Another  record  year  of  participation  by  alumni  in  the  annual  fund:  more 
than  3600  gave  in  excess  of  $112,000.  The  Fitchburg  State  College 
Foundation  used  earnings  from  its  $1.6  million  endowment  to  sponsor 
lecture  and  arts  programs,  the  Montachusett  Economic  Center  and  a 
series  of  faculty  grants  and  new  college  initiatives.  Alumni  scholarships 
supported  more  students  than  ever  before,  and  the  academic  equipment 
purchase  program  doubled  its  budget.  The  William  H.  Frank  scholarships 
brought  us  eight  new  students  from  Connecticut. 

Continuation  of  preliminary  planning  on  our  proposed  new  residence 
hall,  which  we  desperately  need  to  satisfy  the  demand  for  student 
housing.  Our  new  athletic  complex,  so  many  years  in  the  making,  moved 
through  both  the  Board  of  Regents  and  the  governor's  office  as  part  of  a 
$1  billion  state-wide  education  bill.  We  eagerly  await  action  by  the 
state  legislature. 

Ongoing  efforts  by  the  facilities  department  to  provide  pleasant 
surroundings  for  learning,  teaching  and  working.  The  long-overdue  re- 
roofing  of  the  Conlon  building  was  completed,  while  several  new  offices 
and  classrooms  were  constructed  in  buildings  throughout  the  campus.  To 
provide  better  access  for  our  handicapped  students,  a  new  wheelchair  lift 
was  installed  in  Condike.  In  the  field  of  public  safety,  new  security 
officers  were  hired,  a  student  escort  service  was  put  in  place,  outside 
lighting  was  upgraded,  and  a  fire  safety  and  inspection  program  was 
developed  for  campus  buildings. 

A  demonstration  of  the  college's  commitment  to  affirmative  action  with 
the  hiring  of  three  minority  faculty  members  and  one  administrator.  In 
February,  the  Affirmative  Action  Advisory  Committee  sponsored  a  series 
of  events  celebrating  Black  History  Month.  The  activities  included  a 
speech  by  Boston  Superintendent  of  Schools  Laval  S.  Wilson.  Last  spring, 
the  Advisory  Committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  sociology  program, 
sponsored  Discrimination  Awareness  Day,  which  featured  lectures  and 
discussions  examining  such  issues  as  racism,  sexism,  homosexuality,  Air 
and  affirmative  action.  Students,  faculty,  staff  and  noted  outside  speakc 
joined  together  in  a  discussion  of  the  sources  of  prejudice  in  America. 
Tony  Brown,  a  nationally  known  journalist  and  black  activist,  addressed 
5,000  new  graduates  and  their  families  at  the  1987  commencement. 


Culmination  of  a  three-year  effort  undertaken  by  professors  from  our 
education  department  and  teachers  and  administrators  from  the 
Leominster  Public  School  system  to  establish  a  new  math  and  science 
curriculum  for  students  in  kindergarten  through  grade  12.  The  program 
was  remarkable  not  just  for  its  accomplishments,  but  also  for  its  more 
general  message  of  successful  interaction  among  all  levels  of  education. 

A  marked  increase  in  the  popularity  of  our  Graduate  and  Continuing 
Education  programs,  which  enrolled  24  percent  more  students  in  1987-88 
than  in  the  previous  year. 

It  is  a  tribute  to  all  members  of  the  college  community  that  so  much  was 
accomplished  in  1986-87,  but  such  listings  often  obscure  the  fundamental 
element  of  the  college  experience— the  interaction  between  student  and 
teacher.  It  is  for  that  reason  that  this  year's  report  is  dedicated  to  the 
college's  faculty.  As  I  said  last  year  in  my  10-year  report,  all  others  of  us  on 
campus  are  here  to  support  that  basic  student-faculty  relationship.  We  lose 
sight  of  that  at  our  own  peril. 

Our  faculty  is  a  fine  one,  and  it  grows  stronger  with  each  passing  year.  Our 
emphasis  has  always  been— and  will  continue  to  be — on  instruction.  But 
while  teaching  is  our  primary  focus,  our  faculty  members  are  also  active  and 
creative  scholars.  As  you'll  learn  from  the  listing  of  faculty  activities  that 
follows,  their  extra-classroom  efforts  are  many  and  varied. 

I  hope  you  enjoy  this  look  at  our  faculty.  We're  proud  of  them.  I  look 
forward  to  next  year's  report,  when  I  plan  to  let  you  know  about  what  we 
built  on  top  of  our  foundation.

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hilc  teaching  is  a  faculty  member's  primary  activity,  it  represents  j, 
a  portion  of  his  or  her  professional  life.  Scholarship  involves  travel,  suppli' 
and  time.  To  help  defray  the  costs  of  pursuing  research,  the  college  each 
year  awards  several  thousand  dollars  in  grant  money.  These  Ruth  Buth 
Achievement  Grants,  named  in  memory  of  a  former  professor  of 
mathematics,  are  aimed  at  promoting  professional  and  artistic  development, 
or  other  activities  that  further  the  goals  of  the  college.  While  they're  open  to 
all  campus  employees,  most  of  the  grants  go  to  faculty  member 
Applications  are  reviewed  by  a  committee,  and  grant  winners  report  on  their 
completed  work  to  the  college  community.

[arrod  Lecture  Series,  established  by  President  Mara  in  1978,  is  a 
showcase  for  faculty  scholarship.  Each  year,  faculty  members  are  invited  to 
submit  topics,  and  a  committee  selects  two  or  three  that  will  b  jnted  to 

the  college  community.  The  lectures,  which  honor  retired  Industrial 
Technology  Professor  Walter  Harrod,  are  subsequently  published  in  book 
form  by  the  FSC  Press. 

This  year's  Harrod  Lectures: 

History  Professor  John  Moon's  "Asian  Odyssey:  Discovery  and 
Transformation"  offered  a  perspective  on  his  journey  to  China,  Japan  and 
India.  Since  Moon  teaches  Far  Eastern  history,  among  other  subjects,  he 
brought  more  than  casual  knowledge  to  the  trip.  And  he  was  able  to 
gain  the  kind  of  perspective  that  can  only  come  from  a  personal  visit.  His 
lecture  was  interspersed  with  some  of  the  2500  slides  he  took  during  the 
course  of  his  6-week  journey. 

Lucy  Dechene  of  the  Mathematics  Department  explained  "The 
Unsuspected  Role  of  Histamine  in  Chronic  Disease— A  Mathematician 
Discovery,"  a  chronicle  of  her  successful  attempt  to  self-diagnose  an 
obscure  disease  that  had  plagued  her  through  much  of  her  lit 
Approaching  the  problem  in  a  mathematical  manner,  she  spent  countk 
hours  studying  medical  literature  and  cross-checking  symptoms.  Long 
after  the  medical  establishment  had  given  up  on  her,  Dechene  concluded 
that  she  was  allergic  to  a  virus,  something  of  a  new  concept.  She  then 
researched  a  combination  of  medicines  she  thought  would  work,  and 
convinced  her  family  physician  to  prescribe  them.  Within  30  days  she  felt 
much  better.  Her  lecture  focused  on  the  process  of  discover 

English  Professor  William  Barker's  "Celebration  and  Doubt"  explored  a 
troubling  paradox  inherent  in  life  and  art:  that  the  joy  we  derive  from 
art  has  its  foundation  in  pain  and  suffering.  To  explain  his  thesis,  Barker 
used  the  reaction  of  Odysseus,  in  Homer's  The  Odyssey,  to  a  song  about 
the  Trojan  War.  As  Odysseus  weeps,  his  host  Alkinoos  puzzles  over  h 
grieving,  since,  Alkinoos  believes,  the  gods  weave  ruin  to  "make  a  song 
for  men  to  come";  that  is,  lite  itself  exists  for  the  purpose  of  creating  art. 
And  since  "sorrow,  grief  and  tears"  are  the  soil  from  which  great  art 
springs,  then  such  must  be  the  stuff  of  our  lives.  "\\  hile  we  are  enjoying 
art,"  Barker  said,  "we  know,  understand,  see  the  pattern  of  experier. 
but  we  would  not  be  able  to  participate  in  such  celebration  unless  we 
were  grounded  in  the  doubt,  confusion,  fragmentation  and  entrophv  of 
bodily  life."  Barker  used  this  theme  to  discuss  works  bv  Thomas  More, 
Ben  Jonson  and  Shakespeare. 
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leal  Anderson,  professor  of  biology, 
and  Paul  McGovern  (class  of  '81),  spoke 
on  distance  running  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  New  England  Chapter 
of  the  American  College  of 
Sports  Medicine. 

Benjamin  Andrusaitis,  assistant  professor
